Let 
the Judgment of the Dutch be taken in this Point, 
whether the Acceflion of Lorain is in any De to be 
compared with the Acquifition even of Towns, 
which were but a few of the ! and formidable 
Number which the French poflefled themfelves of in 
the Heart of Flanders » And hence let the Reader judge, 
whether a Writer deférves Belief, who can pretend to 
believe, that ‘ Lewis ¥1V. never obtained a more con- 
‘ fiderable Acceffion at any one Time, than this of 
‘ Lorain, confider'd injall its Lights.’

Tuis deferves more fevere Reproof, becaufe the
